Now Christy is a man at last, a man 
by the power of a tale.

Go on 
now and I'll see vou from this day stew- 
ing my oatmeal and washing my spuds, 
for I'm master of all fights from now.” 
Christy pushes his father out of the 
door, then turns and says with full- 
chested belief in himself at last, “Ten 
thousand blessings on all that’s here, 
for you've turned me into a likely 
gaffer in the end of all, the way I'll go 
romancing through a romping lifetime 
from this hour to the dawning of the 
judgment day.” And Pegeen is left 
mourning the loss of the only playboy 
of the western world. 

It is a gallant story Synge has told 
in his Rabelaisian humors, and rich, dark 
imagery of livid phrase, racy “of the 
soil and with the -tang of wild glens 
in every speech. Yet there were signs 
that a small but insistent group of spec- 
tators Monday evening were determined 
to sta®p Synge’s masterpiece as a 
“dirty deed.” A few hisses marked every 
boast Christy made_in the first half of 
the play, but.after that there was no 


disturbance, the hissers having presuin- 


ably left by invitation. The approvers 
of the play in every case clapped down 
the hissers. Yes, this visit of the Irish 
playéts has furnished several varieties 
of theatrical noveliy to Boston theater- 
poers. 

~ Mr. O'Donovan seemed spurred and 
stung to his best by this sibilant oppo- 
. feeble though it was, and did the 
fnest work of the large gallery of strik- 
ing characters he has acted here.

He sympathized deeply with 
the loneliness of these people, but 
wished to shock them out of their fond- 
ness for a tale as a mere tale, unsus- 
tained by character... The effect of the 
tale in making a man out of Christy 
is part of the baffling irony: and biting 
satire that marks all Synge's work. 
Through all history great satires have 
been misunderstood. Is not Synge suf- 
fering the same fate_in this country? 
Creditable report has it that Dublin now 
sees the pojnt of this not at all subtle 
play, and rejoices in it at every per- 
formance.

“But, quite to the contrary, free trade 
has brought to the growers and dealers 
of the islands such added prosperity that 
the buying capacity of the people as a 
whole’ is much greater; this in turn has 
resulted in the importation of even more 
foreign goods than before, in addition 
to the large American importations, and 
there has been a corresponding increase 
in the yevenues. : 

“The average American has an erro- 
neous .ifppreasion of the Philippines and 
that is. that the United States govern- 
ment is "payi 
for the support of the Filipino govern- 
ment and the extensive improvements 
which are being carried on there. As a 
matter of fact the Philippines are abso- 
tlutely self-supporting. The trdops which 
are there would have to be supported by 
the United States wherever they were 
and the extras pertaining to transporta- 
tion are but a drop in the bucket, 

“The ithprovements which are being 
made in the Philippines are worthy of 
far greater appreciation on the part of 
Americans at home than they receive. 
When the United States first took hold 
of the islands, there had been made no 
improvements worth mentioning. There 
was only one small railroad, no high- 
wavs, and no harbor facilities worthy 
of the name. It was at the three im- 
portant harbors, Manila, lloilo and Sebu, 
that we first took up our work of bet- 
tering ‘Conditions. 


Praise Mr. Forbes 


“We have been fortunate in having a 
progressive Governor-General, W. Cam- 
eron Forbes of Boston, who has done 
splendid wark in the Philippines and has 
won upiversal respect and admiration for 
his abilities and energy. The other gov- 
ernors who have been in charge before 
him devoted all their efforts to the estab- 
lishment of a governmental system and 
the passage of requisite laws. This once 
accomplished, there was a need for prog- 
ress along the line of public improve- 
ments, and just at the right time we 
were given Governor Forbes, who proved 
to be the mati needed. Governor Forbes 
is a great pusher and his work on the 
highways and harbors has been wonder- 
ful. 

“The present work that is being car- 
ried on in the harbor of Manila will make 
it one of the finest ports in the Orient 
and one of the cheapest for the handling 
of freights. It should be remembered 
that previous to the American oceupa- 
tion Manila was on lan open roadstead 
30 miles wide. The first step ‘in the 
creation of a harbor was the erection of 
a breakwater a mile and a half long. At 
the end of the breakwater piers of steel 
and concrete are being constructed and 
it is in connection with this work that I 
am in the United States inspecting the 
chief. ports, including New York, Balti- 
more, Boston and San Francisco. Of 
course, all the ports of the world ave

Favors Public Ownership 
“The actual construction is of course 
in the hands of the engineers and I am 
only concerned in improvements for the 
handling of freight and the operation of 
terminal facilities. We desire to reduce 
the expense of loading and discharging 
vessels and also to quicken these opera- 
tions. In inspecting the port of New 
York. I was much interested to learn to 
what extent the city is buying up its 
waterfront and acquiring control of its 
wharves and docks. I think this should 
be done everywhere since it has worked 


out so successfully abroad, and I am |

“In thinking of the Filipinos, Amer-

and progress behind them and a people 
like the Filipinos who have had only 10, 

“But on the other hand the Philip- 
pines have produced men from among 
the class of wealthy and educated plant- 
ers who would be a credit to any coun- 
try. Among these is the chief justice of 
the supreme court, a man of the highest 
legal ability and of the keenest men- 
tality. Such men show the possibilities 
of the development in the islands and 
the production of broad-minded, able 
men, 

“The Filipinos have three character- 
istics which promise well for their fu- 
ture. In the first place they are keenly 
interested in education and in learning 
English. Secondly, they have excellent 
musical abilities. The sense. of harmony 
seems innate. And in the third place 
they are very fond of baseball, and | 
feel that any man who likes -to play 
our national game is full of possibilities. 

“The best business men on the islands

By their natural characteristics, cer- 
tain woods scem rightly to belong to 
special parts of a house, says Suburban 
Life. An open-textured, strong-fibered 
wood, like oak, is fitting for the dignity 
of the living-room, dining-room, or hall; 
while for a bedroom, or any room where 
a lighter, more delicate finish is required, 
a finer-textured wood, like birch or 
maple, is preferable. 

Quarter-sawed oak is always to be 
desired for flooring purposes, and for 
most places where much heat is required. 
The plain-sawed oak will be found satis- 
factory as an interior trim where it is 


‘|not subjected to great changes of heat 


and moisture. Oak may be treated with 
a filler, and then given a coat of shellac. 
Sometimes it is varnished, but a glossy 
hard finish like varnish detracts from 
the soft tones of the woodwork. The 
process known as “fuming” gives a fine, 
rich finish to oak. In this process the 
woodwork is treated to the fumes of 
strong aqua ammonia.

live as classics in the technique of stagecraft nevertheless always will 
have interest as reflettions of a popular point of view at a serious crisis 
in national history. Ata recent stage of British history, the ational 
thought was stirred to stricter scrutiny of home defense and to.a sense 
of péril from abroad by a play that derived its chief claim to fame 
from its timeliness and-its didactic purpose. At the present time 
Germany, following Austria, is stirred by Schoenherr’s play, “Glaube 
und Heimat” (Faith and Fireside) with its searching study of the 
merits of Catholicism and Protestantism. 

On every hand there are signs of the intention to use the drama 
for didactic ends; and the latest indication of it is the announcement 
that Zangwill’s next play will deal with war and its, follies, economic 
and otherwise. He belongs to a race that by its control of so much 
of the fluid capital of the world is ina position té dictate to statesmen 
when war may or may not be undertaken, and a race of capitalists 
that, to its credit we say, is using this power increasingly on the side 
of peace. Zangwill will bring to-the task a capacity for satire and 
mordant humor which is much needed to make the absurdity of the
